Bu t the White Hou se strategists 
hav e no intention of waiting for 
the d elu ge. Not two week s after 
Presid ent Eisenhower u nleashed

Mr. Mitchell had been sitting 
with lead ers of the AFL Constru c­ 
tion Trad es, who nu mber almost 
4 million d u esp ay ers. That’s a 
q u arter of the AFL-CIO members 
and a mighty imp ortant p ercent­ 
age, for the teamsters are rep re­ 
sented , too.

Mitchell had called the 


grou p together to ask them how he 
cou ld help the massiv e constru c­ 
tion ind u stry — which will be 
sp end ing or work ing on some 100 
billion d ollars worth of road s and 
bu ild ings in the nex t few y ears.

CONFERENCE 
with Mr. Mitchell and the u nion 
lead ers, were some of th most 
influ ential contractors in America 
Mr. Mitchell greeted his gu ests 
by tu rning first to the labor lead ­ 
ers, which inclu d ed the carp en­ 
ters’ Mau rice Hu tcheson and the 
constru ction trad es’ lead er, Dick 
Gray , and said that he was there 
to say that Mr. Eisenhower want­ 
ed now to mak e good his p romises 
d eliv ered d u ring the camp aign. 
This wou ld inclu d e rev ision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 
It was ind icated that the session 
had been called AFTER election 
so that it wou ld not be mis­ 
interp reted as a p itch for labor 
su p p ort d u ring the p resid ential 
camp aign. Mr. Mitchell stay ed as 
long as he cou ld and then went off 
to confer with the Presid ent and 
the rest of the cabinet. The in­ 
ference, of cou rse, 
is that he

THERE IS ANOTHER inference 
here.

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Red China Policy 
The pro verbial handwriting o n the wall in- 
creates the United States is go ing to have to 
cfevo te co nsiderable attentio n to metho ds fo r 
keeping Co mmunist China o ut o f the United 
Natio ns befo re that questio n co mes up befo re 
general Assembly again nex t y ear. 
Altho ugh the So viet-Indian effo rt to unseat 
the Natio nalist delegatio n was defeated in the 
present sessio n, the vo tes suppo rting Peiping 
to taled 24, the largest number ever garnered 
o n the issue by the Co mmunist blo c. Bo o sted 
by several Asian and Arab delegatio ns as well 
as Red-sphere newco mers, the vo te was ex ­ 
actly do uble in 1955 tally and mo re than triple 
the 1954 co unt. 
'The decisio n fo llo wed and tended to co unteract 
the electio n o f a Natio nalist China delegate to 
o ne o f the Assembly ’s vice presidencies by an 
affirmative vo te o f 47 delegatio ns, who rep­ 
resented almo st two -thirds o f the ballo ts co unted. 
There are also mo ves in this co untry which, 
while advo cating neither reco gnitio n o f Peiping 
by the U.S. no r seating it in the U.N., never­ 
theless represent a withdrawal fro m the abso lute 
po sitio n o f recent y ears. 
Fo r instance, J o hn S. Co leman, president o f 
the United States Chamber o f Co mmerce and 
spo kesman fo r many American businesses, de­ 
clared recently he favo rs a resumptio n o f trade 
in no n-strategic go o ds between the U.S. and 
Co mmunist China. He added he believed such 
trade sho uld be o n the same basis as the no n- 
strategic trade with Russia and her satellites. 
The tenth American Assembly o f Co lumbia 
University , which bro ught to gether 60 Ameri­ 
cans pro minent in many fields to study U.S. 
^relatio ns in the Far East, issued a repo rt o ppo s* 
ing bo th a U.N. seat fo r and Washingto n reco g­ 
nitio n o f Peiping. But it did so with two po inted 
qualificatio ns: It favo red U.S. acceptance o f 
whatever decisio n a majo rity o f U.N. members 
might reach o n seating Red China and it warned 
that "the po licy o f no n-reco gnitio n, justified in 
the light o f ex isting circumstances, must be 
co ntinuo usly reappraised in terms o f o ur na­ 
tio nal interests.’* 
It also reco mmended that American news­ 
papermen be permitted to travel in mainland 
China, that American scho lars be allo wed to 
study China first hand, and that an increased 
flo w o f info rmatio n to the U.S. o n develo pments 
in China be "facilitated.*' 
These facto rs do no t in least mean the U.S. 
must face up to a reversal o f its po licy . On 
the co ntrary , so me po werful influences still 
suppo rt its view, amo ng them the co ntinued 
effo rts o f the Co mmunists to so w seeds o f dis­ 
ruptio n in the wo rld, the memo ry o f Red China’s 
aggressio n against So uth Ko rea, Peiping’s fail­ 
ure to end the state o f war in Ko rea, and its 
refusal to reno unce the use o f fo rce in Fo rmo sa 
Strait. 
But the facts do co nstitute a warning that 
the U.S. must fro m here o n take a mo re po si­ 
tive appro ach in implementing its po licy . 


Formula For Titoism 
Since 1948 there has been endless speculatio n 
o n the failure o f o ther satellite natio ns to fo llo w 
Yugo slavia’s lead and turn fro m Mo sco w do m­ 
inatio n to ‘‘Tito ism.’* The co nsensus o f» ex perts 
o n co mmunism is that even Po land’s recent 
natio nalistic success pro perly canno t be labeled 
Tito ism. 
The reaso n pro bably lies in the fact that the 
o ther puppet regimes have no Tito . Fo r, as 
Hamilto n Armstro ng, edito r o f ‘‘Fo reign Af­ 
fairs,” put it: ‘‘Mo re than any o ther Co mmunist 
Party in the wo rld the Yugo slav Party is the 
creatio n o f o ne man. Its members are tho r­ 
o ugh Co mmunists: but they lo o k first to Tito .** 
One o f the few pro letarian leaders who stem­ 
med fro m true pro letarian o rigins, Tito early 
left bo th the church and his 
apprenticeship 
• 
* 
when his feelings were hurt o ver mino r dis 
putts. He was co nverted to co mmunism after 
Wo rld War I, to o k his training in Mo sco w, and 
fro m then o n made his o wn way in the realm 
of co mmunism. 
The po wer o f his individualistic co ntro l was 
ex pressed by Winsto n Churchill, 
who 
called 
Yugo slavia ‘‘Tito land.’*

The inundatio n technique, he say s, 
is all wro ng: what really kills the demo n is 
dro ught. So he suggests a minimum o f liquid 
intake and a max imum o f sweat to let swo llen 
membranes shrink to no rmal. 
There is, no do ubt, so me merit o n bo th sides 
o f the questio n, but it pro bably also remains 
true that the best treatment fo r a co ld is o ne 
mo st o f us are to o busy to emplo y : Go to bed 
aad sleep it o ff.

Mitchell said that while the 
states hav e taken some steps to 
improv e welfare laws an d to en ­ 
act n ew on es, they still hav en ’t 
met stan dards su ggested by Pres 
iden t Eisen hower an d still hav e a 
lon g way to go. 
He said in an address for the 
In tern ation al 
Assn . 
of Gov ern ­ 
men tal Labor Officials, an or­ 
gan ization of state officials, that 
Eisen hower an d his admin istration 
feel states hav e respon sibility for 
u n employ men t compen sation , tem­ 
porary disability in su ran ce, work­ 
men ’s compen sation , safety an d 
other su ch laws. 
As to u n employ men t compen sa­ 
tion , Mitchell said states gen erally 
improv ed their laws du rin g the 
past two y ears bu t n on e to the 
ex ten t recommen ded by Eisen ­ 
hower. The Presiden t u rged rais­ 
in g jobless ben efits to on e-half an 
av erage worker’s wage an d for 
pay men ts to ex ten d a max imu m 
26 weeks, a half y ear. 
“The ben efit that on ce repre­ 
sen ted half a man ’s n ormal sal­ 
ary n ow represen ts a third or 
less,” 
Mitchell said. 
“Av erage 
weekly ben efits, pu lled alon g by 
sky -rocketin g wages, hav e climb­ 
ed from $10.66 to $26.33. Bu t as a 
Molin e, 111., hou sewife pu t it in 
a letter to the Departmen t of La­ 
bor; ‘You can ’t keep a family on 
$26 a week.’ ” 
He said on ly fou r states hav e 
adopted temporary disability in ­ 
su ran ce laws, prov idin g pay men ts 
du rin g brief periods of illn ess or 
other disability . 
“What cou ld be more redicu lou s 
than to gran t a man ben efits if 
he loses his job an d then stops 
those ben efits if while he is ou t 
of work he gets sick?” Mitchell 
asked, addin g that most Mates 
n ow do that. 
Mitchell said most workmen ’s 
compen sation laws are ou tdated. 
He u rged “stron g” state labor de­ 
partmen ts, adequ ate safety pro­ 
grams an d skilled train in g for 
workers. 
“If we are to meet the chal­ 
len ges of the fu tu re both in terms 
of n ation al defen se an d in terms 
of in du strial produ ction ,” Mitchell 
said, “these matters mu st be dealt 
with.”

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Farm Bureau Federation Holds 38th Convention 
Pageant Shows History Of Ohio' s 
Farm Bureau Advisory Councils 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (JV—For most 
farmers attend ing the 38 th annu al 
conv ention of the Ohio Farm bu ­ 
reau Fed eration here, the p ast few 
d ay s hav e been filled with seri­ 
ou s, thou ghtfu l d iscu ssion abou t 
all of tod ay ’s farm p roblems. 
Bu t for some 250 men and wo­ 
men, all bu t a hand fu l of them 
farm p eop le, it’s been a time of 
high fu n and frolic and , if y ou 
can p ictu re, it, stage fright. 
They ’re actors. At least they 
were Mond ay night when they 
staged a 1% hou r p ageant called 
“ When Neighbors Meet.” It was 
a chronicle of the Farm Bu reau 
Ad v isory Cou ncils to celebrate the 
cou ncils’ 
20th 
anniv ersary 
this 
y ear. 
Bu t they were more than actors. 
They mad e u p the d ialogu e, too. 
“And what imaginations,” said 
Miss Alice Beard sley , au thor of 
“When Neighbors Meet” and , to­ 
gether with Miss Alice Schwiebert, 
co-d irector of the p ageant. 
“All d u ring rehearsals—if y ou 
can call an hou r or two here and 
there rehearsals—we left it entire­ 


ly u p to the p lay ers to say what 
they wanted . Of cou rse, they knew 
the general theme, and they knew 
abou t what each scene called for, 
bu t the d ialogu e itself was their 
own. 
“All we said was, ‘You ’re rep re­ 
senting farm p eop le in this p lay , 
so be natu ral; d o the things that 
farm p eop le ord inarily wou ld d o 
and 
say 
what 
they ord inarily 
wou ld say .’ 
“The resu lt was better than any 
written scrip t cou ld hav e mad e 
it,” Miss Beard sley said . 
“In the p arty line scene, for 
ex amp le, where we show the ef­ 
fects of the telep hone on a farm 
commu nity , whoev er wou ld hav e 
thou ght the fiv e women wou ld 
start talking abou t how to cu re a 
sick hen—esp ecially with all those 
old -fashioned farm remed ies? Bu t 
that’s what farmers’ wiv es talked 
abou t in the old d ay s, I gu ess, 
and it sou nd ed p erfectly natu ral— 
! and fu nny —in the p ageant 
“Or,” 
Miss Beard sley , contin- 
ju ed , “when we had the y ou ng man 
'go throu gh the p antomime of get­ 


ting into an au tomobile and d riv ­ 
ing away , who wou ld hav e writ 
ten into a scrip t that the car 
might backfire? And y et on the 
sp u r of the moment, the y ou ng 
man su d d enly recalled that old 
cars actu ally d id backfire a lot, 
so he p ou nd ed his feet on the floor 
to simu late the noise. Pu re gen­ 
iu s.” 
Bu t if the acting was fancifu l, 
| and some scenes d elightfu l ex cu r- 
jsions into comed y , the theme of 
I the p ageant itself was seriou s and 
j p u rp osefu l. It tells the story of 
i Ohio’s farms in d ay s gone by , of 
the farmer’s self-reliance, of the 
j great warmth and closeness of 
farm commu nities. 
And it tells, too, of the d isinte­ 
gration of that closeness when 
“p rogress” came to the farms, 
when the “town” was only a tele­ 
p hone call away and when, as Miss 
Beard sley tells it, “the farmers 
began making more and more ac- 
q u aintences . . . and fewer and 
fewer friend s.” 
Then came the d ep ression and 
the 
p ageant 
record s 
the 
hard 


times that were v isited on the 
farmers. It tells how, first for fi­ 
nancial reasons, they band ed to­ 
gether to create farm insu rance 
comp anies, farm electrification as­ 
sociations and their own farm 
cred it corp orations. 
Ou t of those ‘beginnings grew 
the Farm Bu reau Ad v isory Cou n­ 
cils, small family grou p s—u su ally 
not more than 10 families to each 
cou ncil—meetings in each others’ 
homes once a month to work ou t 
common p roblems. 
It was the cou ncils, as mu ch as 
any one thing, that help ed tod ay ’s 
farmers red iscov er the basic v ai- 
u es that farm p eop le knew in the 
p ast, Miss Beard sley said . 
Miss Schwiebert, who also is su ­ 
p erv isor of the y ou th and ad u lt 
ed u cation d ep artment of the Ohio 
Farm Bu reau Fed eration, said the 
ad v isory cou ncils tod ay nu mber 1.- 
530 and op erate in ev ery Ohio 
cou nty . 
Ohio was the first state to ex ­ 
p eriment with the cou ncil ty p e ot 
organization, 
M i s s 
Schwiebert 
said . Bu t tod ay other states and 
ev en other nations hav e fashioned 
their own grou p s similar to Ohio’s. 
The Ohio cou ncils hav e been 
highly p raised by state and fed ­ 
eral officials and most imp ortant, 
accord ing to Miss Schwiebert, by 
the members themselv es. 
The eagerness to take p art in 
the p ageant was a simp le d eclar-

After the new trial was an­ 
nou nced , Dean told newsmen: “I 
ju st felt like cry ing . . . The hard ­ 
est thing in the world to d o is to 
serv e time for something y ou 
d id n’t d o.”

Dean claimed at the new trial 
hearing that he was “kid nap ed ” 
from West Virginia by Ohio offi­ 
cers and not granted an ex trad i­ 
tion hearing. 
Dean serv ed 19 d ay s in Ohio 
Penitentiary after his mu rd er con­ 
v iction, then was retu rned to West 
Virginia to finish his sentence 
there. He was retu rned here again 
in 19 54. 
He was released from the p en­ 
itentiary six weeks ago on a writ 
of habeas corp u s in the Second 
District Cou rts of Ap p eals. 


The Ap p ellate Cou rt held thaf 
Dean had not been legally com* 
mitted to the p enitentiary since 
cou rt jou rnal entries sentencing 
him had not been signed by a 
ju d ge. The cou rt remand ed Dean 
to Franklin Cou nty Criminal Cou rt 
I for “fu rther p roceed ings at law.** 
While Dean was held in Frank* 
|lin Cou nty Jail, his attorney , Rob- 
lert G. Jack, fou nd that an entry 
! d eny ing his client a new trial in 
1950 also had not been signed by 
a ju d ge. Jack filed another m o 
tion for a new trial.
